This job will be 
one of the biggest attempted by the 
city in some years and will supply an 
adequate outlet for all drainage water 
from the majority of the streets in the 
Second ward. 


The Pleasant street sewer will be ex- 
tended from its present ending place 
on Chatham street to North Pine street 
to care for surface water that collects 
in the low places at this point. Con- 
siderable grading will have to be done 
to raise the ground to afford a grade 
for the water to flow into the sewer 
connections. 
The 
experience 
with 
Pleasant street this winter 
clearly 
demonstrates the value of the big con- 
crete sewer that was put in there, as 
practically no flood or water damage' 
has been done on this street. There 
will be a tile sewer 
laid on North 
River street to keep drainage water 
from flowing into the raceway owned 
by the Blodgett Milling company. The 
city has received tile for this job and 
are waiting for the river to lower and 
more favorable working weather. 


On Magnolia avenue it will be neces- 
sary to dig a deeper ditch or 'construct 
an extension to the sewer. The present 
sewer may be extended to Oak Hill 
avenue, as much damage was done to 
this street this winter because of the 
overflow of the flood water. On Oak- 
land avenue the sewer will be extend- 
ed from Main street to the river to 
.furnish a better outlet to the present 
underground system of drainage. On 
Sharon street curb and gutter, it is 
said, will be necessary this year to 
keep water from destroying the street. 
Complete System. 
With the construction of the storm, 
sewers named, Janesville 
will have 
about as complete a drainage system 
as there is in any Wisconsin city. 
With -what work that has been done 
in the last five or six years, the dan- 
gers from-storm floods will be greatly 
decreased. The more curb and gut- 
ters that are built, the greater the need 
of storm sewers, as it is then necessary

IN RUSSIAN ARMY 


More Than Three Thousand 
Surgical 


.Operations Is Record Made by Dr. 


Hurd on Battle-front. 
l U Y ASSUC1ATKD I'RKSS.J 


Petrograd. Feb. 9.—More than three 
thousand surgical operations, most ot 
them close to the fighting line and with 
the roar of artillery in his ears, is the 
•past year's record , of 
Dr. 
Eugene 
Hurd, until recently the only American 
surgeon at the front with the Russian 
forces. 
Dr. Hurtl is chief surgeon in 
charge of the Twenty-ninth, known as 
rhe "Grodno Nobility" Flying Column. 
He has the ran': of colonel in the regu- 
lar army. His 
physique—he stands 
six feet three inches in 
height, an'd 
weighs 225 pounds—makes him a con- 
spicuous figure, even among 
the big- 
fellows of the Siberian corps among 
whom he- works. 
He has acquired a 
reputation among the simple minded 
soldiers for doing the impossible. 
A 


soldier returning from 
the 
hospital 


told his fellows that the "big American 
surgeon could take » hand that 
had 


been shot off, patch it together 
and 


put it. back on good as new." 
Hurd has 
been 
reported 
several 


times killed, wounded or missing. 
He 
has made a number of hurried seta- 
ways, but he has always turned 
up 


with his outfit when the smoke cleared. 
His column was outfitted by the noble 
families of Grodno soon after the out- 
break of the war. 
Then they looked 


about for a surgeon to take charge. 
About that time Hurd, who was in Se- 
attle, was offering his services to Rus- 
sia. 
Through the Russian consul in 
Seattle his offer was accepted and lie 
sailed on November 28 for Vladivostok. 
He was at once sent, to Grodno with a 
contract to serve during the term of 
the war. 
He believed he was giving 


liis services gratis, but several months 
later, when he had time to have his 
contract translated, he found that, he 
was to receive 400 roubles monthly, 


A Hurried Exit. 
His first taste of battle was on the 


Grodno front. 
On the retreat of the 
Rusian army last summer Hurd nar- 
nowly escaped an involuntary transfer 
of his activities to the German 
side. 


After a twenty-four stretch of 
hard 


work he was ordered to retire bv night 
to Orani. 
At. Uiree o'clock 
in 
the 


morning he- had reached an estate six- 
miles from thai point and there he de- 
cided to rest until daylight. 
When 
preparing to resume his journey 
the 


following he found the stable yard full 
of Russian cavalry horses, some 
of 


ihem wounded. A Russian soldier in- 
formed him that Orani had been cap- 
tured by the Germans early in 
the 
niorning and that they were approach- 
ing less than two 
miles 
away. 
He 


made a hurried exit southward through 
sand dunes where Napoleon lost 
his 
transports on the retreat from Moscow. 
Until four o'clock in 
the 
afternoon ! 


when he reached new Russian position 
he was between the hostile lines un- 
certain of the location of either army. 


At another time the German cavalry 


broke through the Russian lines be- 
fore Hurd was aware of the fact and 
had cut his field telephone. They pass- 
ed his operating base, evidently 
be- 


lieving his capture assured on their re- 
turn. 
But the American doctor har- 
nessed his horses and with his operat- 
ing force made a break for the retir- 
ing Russian army. 
The 
Germans 
turned a battery on him 
and 
with 


shells bursting all around him he gal- 
loped over the crest of 
a 
hill 
and 
eventually made his way to safety. 


Dr. Hurd works customarily about 


a mile back of the trenches in 
line 


with the light artillery and in front-of 
and under the heavy batteries. 
"I believe the Russian soldier to be 


the best in the world," he said on a 
recent visit to Petrograd, 
his 
third 
brief absence from the 
trenches 
in 


more than a year. "The Russian is a 
fatalist, is absolutely fearless willing 
to attack under any conditions, and is 
an expert with the bayonet, his favor- 
ite weapon. 
I am convinced that the 


Germans lost twenty men to our one 
on the retreat last summer.
